NEW RECORDS FOR NORTH DAKOTA'

Since the iiublication of my Handbook (Stevens, 1950), 
some (>0 species have been added to the State list. Some are 
i-ecenlly introduced weeds, some have lieen found for the 
first time, while othei’s had Iteen incorrectly identified. A 
few records for species previously repoided are included in 
the following list where they are of special intei-est in ex¬ 
tending the known range. Mooi’e (1951) noted some addi¬ 
tions and chamges in status. Some of these are included here 
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and some are still pi-oblematical. The nomenclatui-e follows 
Gray’s Manual, 8th ed., foi- the most part. Specimens of 
most species have been deposited in the U. S. National Hei--

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A Fern New To Rhode Island. — Asplmiuni nionfamini, 

not previously I'ecorded as growing' in Rhode Island, has 
been found in a well-established colony on sandstone cliffs 
at West (ilocester, Providence County. The fern grows with 
I*()Iyi)()(iiiini rirf/inianuni on a west-facing' ledge (about 150 
feet long) where it receives mixed sun and shade. On Au¬ 
gust IS, 1900 when John Hudson and 1 collected specimens, 
there appeared to be no sui'plus moistui'e on the cliffs, yet 
the plants were luxuriant in crevices or hung from the seams 
of stonv recesses. 

Records, mostly from the eai'ly 1900’s place Asplcuium 
monianuni in these nearby Connecticut towns: North Ston- 
ington, Franklin, Scotland, Salisbury, etc. Whethei’ it has 
only recently invaded Rhode Island, or has simply eluded 
detection for many yeai's is a moot question. John Hud.son
